Remember the Creamery. 

In an area of country extending from 
Olds in the south to Edmonton, and not 
very far from either side of the railway, 
last season there was manufactured at 
the respective creameries butter to val- 
ue of 2300,000 and the butter marketed 
outside of the Province. This of course 
was 8 surplus over what was needed for 
homé consumption and has had the 
effect of stiffening up the price locally, 
the benefits of which the farmers have 
realized during the past six months. 
Now if thie healthy prosperous condition 
is to be maintained the same thing must 
be repeated this season and for the fu- 
ture. . 

For instance at our own creamery 
there was exported over 64,000 lbs. real- 
izing tothe 104 patrons €13,360 and still 
there was plenty of butter home made 
for local consumption. If this large 
amount instead of being shipped outside 
and sold outside of the district had been 
thrown on the local market the. ‘farmers 
would not have received, as they have, 
20 and 25 cents a pound for their butter 
durmg the winter and spring. There 
would have been a recurrence of old 
conditions, 12 cents a pound and down- 
ward. This is something to be consid 
ered now that the creamery is open and 
ready for operation. As the season was 
backward and prices locally were good, 
the opening of the creamery was not 
hurried, but now that everything is in 
readiness the management would like to 
see more cream. We would like to see 
all of our old patrons standing loyally to 
their old institution, and we have room 
for a number of new ones. The price of 
butter cannot be guaranteed, but the 
prospect is, and there hasbeen an inti- 
mation to this effect, thaf the price may 
be considerably higher than last season. 
The local market wiil have to be much 
better than one can reasonably antici- 
pate if the creamery price is not better 
for the six months we propose to run. 
To obviate delay the cheques will be 
sent direct to the patrons monthly and 
promptly. The Babcock test which is 
the most accurate is being instituted 
and the patrons are invited to be present 
when the cream tests are made, and 
each one can see exactly the' percentage 
of butter fatin his or ber cream. The 
management of the creamery aided by 
the Provincial Government are leaving 
nothing undone to make it satisfactory 
to its supporters, and for this reason and 
tne reasons herein set forth we ask your 
co-operation.

PLANKED FISH. 


The Up to Date Way to Cook Shad on 
Plank. 


a Weed 

Pilanked fish are now in such faror 
that every eapting aspiring housekeep- 
er should own a plank. This should 
be of bard wood about twd inches 
thick and either grooved or slightly 
hollowed in the center to retain the 
Juices and furnished with clips or 
wires to fasten the fish to it. The 
plank must be heated before using. 
While the ideal way to plank is be- 
fore an open fire, the upper grate of 
a very hot oven is a good substitute. 
Planking is usually associated with 
shad, but any good white fleshed fish. 
as bluefish, whitefish or halibut, is 
equally good. 

Frying is acknowledged the least di- 
gestible way to cook fish. It can, how- 
ever, be done deliciously if the fish is 
either rolled in flour or dipped in well 
seasoned egg and breadcrumbs and 
done in very hot fat. The temperature 
should be slightly lower than when 
cooking such things as croquettes, 
whose interior has been previously pre- 
pared. Oil or cottolene is the best me- 


| dium for frying, as lard is apt to taste. 


|

Besides these staple ways of prepar- 
ing fish, delicious rechauffes, croquettes 
and salads may be made from left- 
overs. Escaloped fish in little individ- 
ual forms or shells is good either for a 
family lunch or as a course at more 
formal affairs. It should always be 
served with sauce tartare or at least 
with a rather acid mayonnaise. 

Every one should own some of the 
interesting fish molds which now are 
very inexpensive. These give most at- 
tractive forms in which to prepare left 


| Overs or, indeed, new creamed fishes. 


The sauces in which the fish Is pre- 
pared should always be a little stiffer 
than when it is not to be molded. A 
very attractive way to serve salmon. 
either fresh or canned, is in timbale 
molds. It is also very artistic as-a 
course for a dinner when chopped.

huge curled fish and served on a flat 
platter, covered with caper sauce and 
garnished with parsley and lemon.

To Restore Velvet. 

Velvet so easily plushes tbat it is an 
extravagant article to use, 

Grease spots or a stain caused by 
wear may be removed with turpentine 
rubbed on briskly witb a bit of flan- 
nel. Two or three applications may be 
necessary. 

The pile of velvet or velveteen may 
be raised by stretching it tightly over 
the top of a basin holding boiling wa- 
ter and stroking it gently in the oppo- 
site direction with a soft brush. 

Most velveteens will wash, not once, 
but many times, if they are handled 
properly. Put them through two latb- 
ers of warm soapy water, using a 
moderately stiff brush along the pile 
as the material lies stretched on the 
washing board. Rinse in cold clear 
water to which has been added salt 
and bang dripping wet in a shady 
place to dry. Do not squeeze or rub, 
but If dirty use the brusb liberally.

The things necessary are a spring 
scale, pencil and memoranda book, all 
of which need not cost over $2, and 
the extra work necessary need not be 
over thirty minutes a month outside the 
time it takes to do the figuring, and 
that will depend on how quick you are 
to figure. The thing to do with this ap- 
paratus is to place it where you emp 
the wilk after milking. Taking the 
milk from each cow, you first hang the 
pall on the seale, and with the pencil 
and book you have handy you make & 
record of what the cow has given. 
You can repeat this for every milking 
if you wish, but for a beginning about 
four times a month will give you good 
results and show you where you have 
the cow that Is stealing ber bourd and 
where you have the one that is paying 
for it. 

In connection with this it is alao nec- 
essary to have the milk from each cow 
tested abvut three times or more a 
year. Witb the number of pounds of 
milk and per cent of fat in milk, you 
have a basis to figure the value of 
your cow.

A 2TH CENTURY TURNOUT. 


Over-feeding will probably be a big- 
ger danger than under-feeding. We do 
not believe in soft-feeding. It may do 
for a change once in a while, but th= 
dry method carries more cemmon- 
sense with it. Absolute cleanliness is 
essential. Disease lurks in dirty pens 
and once it starts among the flock 
the labor of weeks fades away in a 
few moments. 

We had occasion to visit a neat 
farmhouse recently in which the in- 
cubator had been successfully intro- 
duced. Over 90 per cent. of the eggs 
hatched and the chicks were being 
cared for in the best of condition. The 
brooder was placed in a ‘“‘V’’-shaped 
coop on the sunny side of the plum 
orchard. A window on the south and 
a door on the north were neatly in- 
serted,.and here the chicks were se- 
cure from chill. This house will form 
a valuable place for each hatch at its 
beginning. As the chicks grow they 
can be moved to similar but smaller 
coops, which can be placed at various 
parts of the yard. 

The danger from skunks, weasels 
and hawks continues all the season, 
and a steady attention nightly of the 
ccops is the only surety for success. 
Other things will creep up that will 
discourage the worker, but he must 
be prepared f6r some discount on his 
expectations. The market for good, 
fat chicks is always good. With the 
growth of the cities and increase in 
Canada’s population, this feature of 
farming will be a profitable wndertak- 
irg. 


BACON HOGS. 


Eastern Ontario Has Big Chances of 
Making More Money. 


Considerable interest is being shown 
in the special bacon meetings now be- 
ing conducted in Eastern Ontario. 
The farmers, for the most part, are 
very busy, but their appreciation of 
the value of attending such meetings 
leads them to turn out in fairly large 
numbers. 

The average attendance in the 
County of Glengarry, in which county 
meetings have just been completed, 
was thirty. All in attendance were per- 
sons keenly interested in the bacon 
industry, and from the variety and 
pointed questions asked of Mr. Dun- 
can Anderson, who is giving address- 
es at these meetifigs, it is clear that 
the dairymen of the east are waking 
to the necessity for raising a larger 
number of hogs of the desired bacon 
type. In this country, where we have 
over 31,000 milch cows, the farmers 
kill or sell only 21,000 hogs. Every 
dairymen should produce at least two 
hogs for every cow he keeps. This 
would mean 60,000 hogs for Glengarry, 
instead of 21,000. From this source 
they would receive annually over 
$500,000, or $300,000 more than at 
present. In this county only 700 acres 
of mangolds or turnips are grown an- 
nually. If the farmers would break up 
some of their almost worn-out hay 
fields and grow a few acres of roots. 
for their hogs and cattle, no doubt 
their additional income would much, 
more than compensate forthe extra’ 
labor and outlay. 


The Japs Are Farmers. 

Out in California there are some 
lands known as tule lands which have 
been subject to overflow, but which 
have been farmed for years under 
very unfavorable circumstances by 
Americans.* These Americans hired 
the Japs sometimes to assist them. 
Thesé tule lands are now being re- 
claimed by dyking, and are very 
valuable, and they are for lease, but 
the American farmers cannot compete 
with the brown men who offer more 
rent than the white men can pay. 
The white men will now have to work 
for the Japs or look elsewhere for em-. 
ployment. Is it any wonder that the 
white men of California are not court- 
ing immigration from Japan? The 
same thing might happen anywhere. 
in the United Btates.

INDIAN LODGES. | 


Homes of the Savages tn the Days of 
the Buffale. 

While in buffalo days some of the 
wild Indians of the plains occupied per 
manent. dwellings during a part of the 
year, there were others who lived whol- 
ly In movable lodges, 

‘These were made of buffalo skins 
tanned white and sewed together. They 
were of different sizes, the poor oceu- 
pying smaller lodges, while the wealthy 
man, he who owned many horses, very 
likely had a large family and required 
a larger lodge. The size of a man’s 
lodge was to some extent an indication 
of his wealth. Two horses were need- 
ed to drag the poles of a large lodge 
and one to carry the lodge itself, three 
horses for the transportation of the 
dwelling alone, to say nothing of the 
ether property and the different mem- 
bers of the family. | 

A lodge of moderate size required 
eleven skins, and eighteen poles were 
needed to set it up. A sixteen skin 
lodge required twenty-two poles. The 
larger the lodge the greater was the 
‘number of poles needed. From the 
fact that they used an unusual number 
of poles in setting up their lodges it re- 
‘sulted that the Cheyennes had well 
stretched, nice looking lodges. | 

The northern Cheyennes declare that 
an odd number of hides was always 
used for the best lodges, and the num-. 
ber might range from eleven to twenty-_ 
one. The skins were sewed together 
with sinew thread. First, of course, 
the hides must be tanned, the hair re- 
moved and the skin softened. Then | 
the. Cheyénne woman held a sewing 
bee which was not unlike the bees 
of our ancestors In the early days of 
this country. She invited her friends 
to come and help her sew her lodge 
and provided them with refreshments. 
Among them was always ove woma 
especiall? skillful in cutting out the 
lodges, and she fitted the skins together 
before the women began to sew them. 
—Forest and Stream. 


HOLDING A CAMERA. 


Some Practical Suggestions to the Be- 
ginner In Photography. 

One of the most important lessons 
for a beginner to learn is to hold the 
camera in the proper position during 
exposure. Whenever there are corners 
of buildings or other objects which 
give vertical lines the camera must be 
held absolutely level. If this is not 
done, the building in the picture will 
appear to be falling either backward 
or forward, according to the way in 
which the camera was tilted. 

There are ti.nes, however, when the 
camera may be tilted to an advantage. 
In some cases It is an absolute neces- 
sity. For example, in photographs of 
elouds, waterfalls, batioons, etc., the 
camera may point upward, while in 
taking pictures of people swimming 
or bathing, children at work or play, 
etc., it may be pointed downward. 

Very successful photographs of 
prominent speakers, parades, crowds, 
eatc., have been taken when the camera 
was upside down. It makes no differ- 
ence in the negative whether the cam- 
era is right side up or not. By holding 
the camera in the way suggested many 
a photographer has secured good pic- | 
tures, while others who tried to use 
the camera in the usual way made ab-! 
solute failures. 

.Often by holding the camera by the 
side of the body and pointing it back- 
ward one may secure pictures of chil- 
dren at play and of older people in} 
natural poses without the knowledge 
of any members of the group. 

Another warning to beginners is nec- 
essary. Do not try to take a time ex- 
posure while holding the camera in the 
hand. Even if the camera is held 
against the breast and respiration stop- 
ped the action of the heart is sufficient 
to cause the box to vibrate and spoil 
the picture.

And he drew up a list, horrible in Its 
eloquence, of the dead who strewed 
the dark path of this monstrous case 
of crime and ¢ruelty and infamy. Yet 
there had fallen so many of the ene- 
mies of truth and justice that he might 
have called them the erpiatory dead. 

Three I have told you of—that poor 
wretch; Lemercier-Picard, ‘found dead” 
in his room in the Rue de Sevres; H 
ri, “found dead,” with a closed ra 
near by; Felix Favre, “found dead” 
and smuggled into his palace. 

There were many others. Captain 
d’Attel, who claimed to have heard 
Dreyfus avow his guilt to Lebrun-Re- 
nault the day of his degradation, was 
“found dead” in a railway train, his 
corpse blue and already on the way to 
decompositioa, though his journey had 
lasted but an hour. This pretended 
confession, which Dreyfus never made, 
D’Attel confided to his friend, Chaulin- 
Serviniere, a member of the chamber 
of deputies. Now, the deputy took 
train one day to visit his home. An 
hour later he was “found dead” on the 
railway tracks between two stations. 
And Rocher of the prison guards, who 
also claimed to have heard Dreyfus 
say, “I am guilty, but I am not the 
only one!” died, and to this day no one 
knows where or how. It was as 
though eternal truth had reached down 
and slain this lie wherever it !ifted its 
evil head. 

The prefect Barreme was summoned 
to Paris by his government chief. He 
was “found dead” in his compartment 
when the train arrived at the Gare St. 
Lazare. Laurenceau, prefect of the 
north, was called to Paris to give eévi- 
dence regarding the spy system on the 
German frontier. There was no acci- 
dent on the journey. The next day he 
was “found dead”, in his room at the 
Hotel Terminus, 

Lorimer, one of Henri’s most tire- 
less agents of forgery and crime, was 
“found dead,” hanged in a lonely barn; 
another, Guenee, was “found dead” on 
the floor of his room in Paris. Then 
there was Munier. His part in the con- 
spiracy had been to falsify the mean- 
ing of a cryptic telegram sent by Pa- 
nizzardi to the Italian government, so 
that it affirmed the guilt of Dreyfus. 
And Munier was “found dead” in a 
railway train. Was it any wonder the 
martyr’s friends began to see in these 
mysterious and opportune deaths the 
work of an avenging destiny? With 
grim emphasis Reinach declared, “De- 
cidement la fatalite est Dreyfusarde!”

Dr. Usier Says Thera Is Sometning 


Radically Wrong. 


Publicists nowadays realize that the 


public health is one of the most im- 
portant subjects that confront them 
for solution. 

There are those who say that per- 
fect sanitation would not only kill off 
many deadly owacilli, but would put 
a damper vo crime. 

Writers of fittion picture their mor- 
bid types alwa/s as flourishing amidst 
unclean surroundings, sivaical a well 
as moral, 

The useful man ie the healthy mad. 
The useful community is the heal‘ty 
community. 

In ancient cities they had their 


frigidarium; their ice-cooled apart- 
ments and their sanitary a appliancas. 
The model city or town ay is 208 


laid out as is the model stock farm 
stable—clean, airy, presenting smancth, 
hard surfaces to resist dirt accumo- 
lation; a basic principle is to kee 
waste ‘‘on the move” to final auni- 
hilation. 

Are We Sanitary? 

The United States, in parts, has tak- 
en cognizance of these truths. So 
have some European cities. Canada as 
yet would be called by many an un- 
sanitary nation, 

To be clean costs money. 

Before you spend the money you 
must want to be clean. Then you 
must hit on the right method. 

The live mayor of a live town in 
Ontario has given considerable thought 
to these matters. He sought the opin- 
ion of a scientist of world-wide repu- 
tation, Mr. William Osler, who, though 
not resident in oa knows the 
situation here thorough ah 

Dr. Osler sent the following reply: 


From the Regius Professor of Medi- 
cine, Oxford. 
April 2, 1907. 

Dear Sir,—Nothing, I think, is more 
important in the Canadian provinces 
than the sanitation of the small towns 
and rural districts. While, of course, 
Ontario has done a great deal, and 
the public health work has been splen- 
did in every way, yet, as I said the 
, other day in Toronto, the prevalence 
of typhoid fever indicates that there 
is still something radically wrong. 
A million dollars contributed by the 
Government in improving the sani- 
tation, if it only helped to get rid of 
typhoid fever, would be well spent. 
(Signed) Wm. Osler.

Chance For the Government. 


The Canadian mayor above referred 


to recently expressed himself as fol- 
lows: ‘“‘The increased indemnity to 
the provinces from the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, and the returns from the 
mines of Cobalt seem to indicat. that 
the exchequer of Ontario wil] be in 
a flourishing condition for some time 
to come. o doubt there will be a 
thousand suggestions as to what the 
Government will be asked to do with 
this money. Much of it likely will 
be spent in a manner which will not 
give the people a full measure of 
benefit, which otherwise might natur- 
ally be expected. I venture to point 
out a case which deserves the ser- 
ious consideration of the Legislature 
as being not only urgent, but one 
which, if contributed to, will stamp 
the Whitney Government as being 
among‘ the foremost, intelligent, de- 
liberative bodies of the world. 

“The sanitation of the towns and 
villages of Ontario is in a very back- 
ward state of repair; more especially 
in regard to a proper sewerage equip- 
ment. There are 450, mec (ee Zr most- 
ly recruited from rural tricts, who 
are congregated in these centres in 
such a manner as to cause the soil 
to be thoroughly polluted. The great 
need of these communities is drain- 
age, but the cost is so great that they 
cannot undertake the work unless as- 
sisted by the Government. In all 
towns there are unsettled districts, 
which cannot be drained from a front- 
age tax, and the expense, falling upon 
the general taxpayer, simply closes 
up any possibility of securing a per 
fect system. 

Cost $4,000,000. 

“It is estimated that $4,000,000 spent 
upon this work by the towns of On- 
tario would produce a fairly complete 
system of sewers. Towards this 
great work the Ontario Government 
could well afford to contribute. at least 
$1,000,000, or 25 per cent. of the cost. 
The method of payment might be ap- 
portioned in a manner somewhat sim- 
ilar to that of building good roada in 
the rural districts.’

One of the most magnificent natural , 
phenomena is a California snow ban- | 
oer. When a northern Storm sWeeps | 
over the California Alps, which run 
trom north to south, one can see some- | 
times a brilliant white cone shaped 
banner streaming before the wind 
from each mountain top. The banners 
are often several miles long and are | 
formed of the fine snow from mountain | 
crevices, loosened by the storm and

nary. This phenomenon is rare. Its 
cause is to be sought in the peculiarly 
regular furmation of the mountain top 
and sides, These latter are slightly 
curved on the northern side probably 
by ice action.

THE JERUSALEM CHAMBER. 


A Celebrated Recess In the Wall of 


Westminster Abbey. 
In the southwest wall of Westmin- 


| ster Abbey a narrow recess shows on 


old oak door. Behind it is a passage 
leading into a small room with finely 


| carved panelling called the Jericho 


parlor, which leads into the celebrat- 
ed Jerusalem chamber. This chamber 
is of profound modern interest in that 
it was the scene of the 1611 and 1884 
revisions of the Bible, in the latter 
instance the United States taking a 
most prominent part. 

The Jerusalem chamber is also of 
great historic interest, being one of 
the few remains of the old palace of 
Westminster, which for centuries was 
distinct and separate from the abbey 
Many rooms in the ‘eld palace had 
similar fanciful names, such as heav- 
en, paradise and the Antioch cham- 
bers. 

The Jerusalem chamber was built by 
Abbot Litlington in 1386 and was 80 
named from the colored glass brought 
from Jerusalem which decorates it. 
The room is rectangular in shape, 
wainscoted with cedar and_ other 
woods, all of which were brought from 
the Holy Land. The ceiling and the 
upper part of the walls are frescoed, 
and here and there hang costly tapes- 
tries, which Henry VIII. placed in 
the choir of the abbey, but which 
have since been removed to this room. 
The splendid cedar mantelpiece was 
put up in commemoration of the mar- 
riage of Charles I., then Prince of 
Wales, with the Princess Henrietta 
Maria of France. The carved and 
wooden heads on either side of the 
mantelshelf represent the royal ee 

One of the frescoes ‘depicts ng 
Henry IV., who breathed his last with- 
in these walls in 1413. This event oc- 
curred twenty-five years after the 
room was built and was doubtless the 
first really important incident in its 
history, for celebrated, indeed sacred, 
as the chamber has since become, at 
its construction it was only intended 
as the withdrawing room for the 
guests of Abbot Litlington. 

King Henry, with the uneasy con- 
science of a usurper and a supersti- 
tious belief in a prophecy that fore- 
told his death at Jerusalem, decided 
upon a crusade to the Holy Land. The 
crusade, which the King deemed am- 
ple atonement for his sins, was, how- 
ever, too long deferred. Preparatory 
to leaving on his journey to Jerusa- 
lem, while praying before the shrine 
of 8t. Edward the Confessor in the 
abbey, he was stricken with a mortal 
sickness, and, in the words of the 
old chronicle, “they for his comfort 
bore him into the abbot’s place and 
laid him down before the fire in this 
chamber.” 

On coming to himself and learnin 
that he was in the chamber nam 
Hlierusalem then said the King, ‘Laud 
be to thee, Father in heaven, for now 
I know that I shall die in this cham- 
ber, according to the prophecy made 
of me before said, that I should die 
in Hierusalem.” And so he made 
himself ready and died shortly after. 

The body of Addison lay in state 
in this room, whence it was borne 
at the dead of night to its last rest- 
ing place in the chapel] of Henry VII., 
the procession passing round the 
shrine of Edward the ——— and 
the choir singing a funeral hymn. 
From the Jerusalem chamber also the 
body of Sir Isaac Newton was carried 
to the grave, the pall being borne by 
the Lord Chancellor and by dukes 
and earls. 7 


Catch Their Own Fish. 

The trout-fishing season at the 
Carlton Hotel in London has com- 
menced. 

The experiment initiated last year 
of keeping live trout in a large tank 
so that visitors might select their fish 
and catch it themselves if they would, 
and have it served at table an hour 
later, was so successful that the hotel 
authorities are starti their trout 
fishery nearly four months earlier this 
year. 

Between July and October last near- 


lly 7,500 trout were thus caught and 


cooked at the Carlton. The figure will 
probably be double this year. 

Mr. Jacques Kraemar, the manager 
of the hotel, told a newspaper man 
that between 60 and 80\trout will be 
put into the tank and that 18 of the 
fish will be selected specimens, weigh-

As soon as the tints are 
dry the bricks, stones, boards and 
shingles may be brought Into shape 
with tbe lead pencil.
